More Railread Connections. ips 


The project of conneetiug Salt Lake’ 
with the Columbia River by ra:'vad, ap, 
pears to be taking form and shape, and 
there is every reason to belitve that ihe 
necessary grants of land, ete, can be 
obtained from Congress this coming 
winter, to build the road, All that is 
necessary to be done is, that the peo- 
ple of Oregon, Idaho and Washington 
Territories should become thoroughly | 
awake to the vast importance to them 
of euch a read. The Idaho Statesman, 
which has labored zealously for the 
project, in a reeent article sets forth 
very forcibly the reasons why a united 
effort should at once be made by the 
people of that section for the attainment 
of the object in view. 

The importance of such a road to 
the vast region lying north and west of 
us, cannot be overrated; in this connec- 
tion we cannot do betterthan quote the 


Statesman. It says: 


' Two years ago we tried to point out 
to the 0. S. N. Co., and the capitalists 
and business men of Oregon, particu- 
larly of Portland, the immense benefits 
it would surely yield them. Some of 
the members of that company had 
the judgment to look upon gle in 
a favorable light, and labored hard for 
the passage of the bill last winter. But 
most of the business men of Oregon have 

isted in their blindness and stupid- 
ity, and the entire press of Oregon has 
continued to ridicule the Salt Lake and 
Columbia railroad, and tickled and flat- 


lamette valley road to California. It 
was in vain we told them that the 
Idaho branch ef the Union Pacific 
would be to Portland and Oregon just 
what the Central Pacific is an wil be 
to San Francisco and California. No, 
they must devote themselves to a rail- 
road to Long Tom, and thence they 
know net exactly where, butsomewhere 
in the direction of California. Such 
shertsightedness is unaccountable to 
one unacquainted with the people down 
there.

The Rip Van Winkles of Portland 
would not see this because they were 
jealous of some other town—St Helens 
Astoria, or some place on Puget Sound. 
They feared that this road would not 
end in the “metropolis” of Portland. 
That with the substantial inducements 
which may possibly have been held 
out by the Central show the key to 
the conduct of our neighbors in Ore- 
gon. Now, we do not propose to con- 
tinue any quarrel with them on this 
subject, but we feel sure now that the 
bill will be by Congress and the 
read be built, notwithstanding their op- 
position, we can’t ufford to let this op- 
portunity pass without a gentle remin- 
der of their folly.
